The | 
iron parte might be sold for old iron, the | 
| bolts carefully oiled and kept for an acci- 


dent or an emergency, and the woodwork 
pat under cover for future use, or convert- 
ed into kindling. It is very rarely the 
case that a farmyard is characterized by 
neatness. Old vehicles, old implements, 
and no end of old trash lie here, there and’ 
everywhere. How much nicer and how far 
more homelike the place would look were 
every sign of ruiu and decay removed,and an 
air of life, freshness, vigor and utility made 
to pervade every nvok and corner ot the 
premises from the door-yard to the back- 
woods. 

This is one of many ways by which a 
country home and farm life may be made 
attractive. There is a mental and moral 
influence exerted by neateess and beauty 
which ought not to be overlooked as prom- 
inent among the educating forses which are 
constantly operatiog, especially on the 
youthful mind. Along the line of thought 
the “Country Gentleman,” of September 7, 
hasan article, from which [ quote in cons 

rmation of the foregoing remarks as fol- 
lows :—~ 

** The farmer who raises large and fine 
crops sees more beauty in the business 
than the one who only witneszes fail- 
ures. The owner, therefore, who would 
— his sons up to a fondness for agricul- 
tural pursuits should make it a special aim 
with them to present the euccessful side of 
the profession which they are about to en 
gagein. The repulsive parts of the busi- 
ness should be kept in the background. 
Handsome fields, rich crops, fine animals, 
amooth meadows, golden grain, and—by no 
Means omitted—a reasonable slfWre of .pe- 
euniary profit, The pleasing share of farm- 
ing must be made conspicuous, ls it said 
that all farmers aim for this success? They 
do in some degree, but they two frequently 
allow the repulsive part tobecome too prom- 
inent. Weeds deface the beauty of fields ; 
poor fences allow the intrusion of unruly 
animals ; rubbish takes the place of neat- 
ness,and general disorder prevails through- 
gut the barn and buildings. Neatvess is a 
habit ; and the farmer who becomes accus- 
tomed to having everything in order will 
perform all the necessary work with less 


care than the owner who finds everything: 


in disorder and confusion. 

‘‘Make the farm a neat and attractive 
place if you would have boys and young 
men attracted by it. Remove the rabbish 
and drain wet places and ponds, and then 
you will perform the required labor at less 
expense thau when you were annoyed by it, 
or when you were wadiog through mud, 
Stamps and bushes cleared from your fields 
wili make bettér and cheaper cultivation, 
A stony field will become greatly improved 
by converting the stones into stone walls, 
and make easier ploughing. Everything on 
the premises may be made to assume a neat 
appearance. The orchard and fruit garden 
may be gradually planted in successive 
seasons, with enough of them only to be 
kept in perfect order. A few ornamental 
trees will add beauty to the whole. The 
premises, kept in neatness, may be made a 
pleasing home. Interest maybe secured 
tothe young by giving them a portion of 
the improvements with their profits,” 


Promptness at Meals. 

There are many homes where the delays 
in coming to the table are of daily occur- 
rence, and the busy housewife after the 
worry of as aig. nice food has too often 
to wait forthe assembling of her tardy 
family until the food is nearly or quite cold 
and the temper of the one whohas to wait thus 
issorely tired.

Wintering Onions. | 
I will repeat my plan of keeping onions 
through winter in as few words as possible, 
aa some of your readers may have forgotten 
it, or perhaps not have noticed it, We 
select a piece of dry ground and dig a 
trench from four to six feet wide, and long 
enough to hold all thai we have to put in 
it, We put them about six inches deep in 
the pit. They are put upon the ground, 
bat about two inches of straw over them, 
and then a few inches of earth on the straw, 
We wish them to get frozen as soon as pos- 
sible after they are put into the pit. After 
we are certain that they are all frozen, we 
haul some manure aad cover them, perhaps 
a foot deeper than at first. There are two 
reasons for this, One is that if they are 
allowed to thaw during the winter they 
will almost certainly rot, and the entire lot 
be lost. Upon the other hand, if they get 
frozen too ca. they will either rot when 
they thaw out or else be dead and worthless 
for seta. 

In the spring, after the frost is all cut of 
them, we take them out of the pit and pat 
them back upon the shelves again, es thoy 
were during the fall before. There they 
remain until they are needed to set out, |

The Cholera, 


While we in Canada have enjoyed com- 
plete immunity from cholera, from almost 
every country of Europe, as well as from 
Egypt and Arabia, come reports of the 
existence of the scourge: It mado its first 
appearance in Russia in the spring of 1892, 
and its ravages have continued ever since, 
being even more widespread now. than they 
were a year ago. Reports show the disease 
to be decreasing in Italy and Hungary, 
where for several weeks its ravages were 
severe, and advancin westward, has enter- 
ed Germany, Holland, Belgium, France and 
England, in which five countries there have 
been between two hundred and three hun-

dred cases, about one-third of them fatal.. 


The ovly places in England in which the 
disease 1s reported to have appeared are the 
rts of Grimsby and Hull, while in Hol- 
and the place most seriously affected is 
Rotterdam ; in Belgium, it is Antwerp , in 
France, Nantes; in Italy, Palermo (since 
the subsidence of the disease in Naples) ; 
and in Germany; perhaps Berlin, though 
the cases there have been few. So far aa 
reported there kas been but one case at 
Hamburg this aoe and that wasin July, 
The infected places in which people on this 
side of the Atlantic are most directly inter- 
ested are Antwerp, Rotterdam, and Mar- 
seilles. Emigration is unusnally large this 
year from these ports. The Jewish Russians 
who are debarred from Hamburg go to the 
Belgian and Dutch ports; many ltallanagoto 
the French port on the Mediterranean, Every 
week immigrant-carrying ships arrive at 
New York from one or he of than ports, 
The Russians aboard of them are from a 
country in which cholera has heen epidemic 
for eighteen months ; the Italians may be 
from the infected regions in Italy. They 
are all, of course, inspected before they can 
procure passage tickets; and it would 
hardly be possible to keep a closer super- 
vision over them than is kept constantly 
at the port of New York. The sanitary 
authorities of all the countries and cities 
of western Europe are displaying remark- 
able energy this year in she enforcement 
of measures against the cholera. The re- 
cent discoveries in science are of great ser- 
vice to them, and the system of sanitary 
co-operation that was provided for last 
year has proved to be especially advantage- 
ous thissummer. Never before during all 
the ages of the ravages of the great Asiatic 


plague has it met with such resistance west | 


of thé Black and Baltic seas as 
1893. The results have certainly justified 
the maintenance of this resistance. Thus 
far there does not appear to be any neces- 
sity for the exercise of the authority which 
President Cleveland possesses, viz, to sus- 
pend at his discretion all intercourse be- 
tween the United States and any or every 
foreign country in which any infectious 
disease is prevalent. There really seems 
less danger oi the disease invading either 
Canada or the United States than there 
was a year ago.

Soon after he came back, 
when he was only twenty-eight years old, 
young Adare married, is bride was 
Florence, daughter of Lord Charles Lennox 
Kerr and granddaughter of the Marquis of 
Lothian. Lady Dunraven was born in the 
same year as her husband. In 187] he suc- 
ceeded his father in the earldom’and in the 
family estates. The old family ancestral 
bome is in County Limerick. The Quins 
are Irish tothe backbone. They do not 
claim to have ‘hada special ark at the 
flood,” but it is not so long after the deluge 
that they find their first ancestor. 

The old family mansion, now Lord Dan- 
raven’s chief abode, Adare ‘Manor, is a very 
interesting place. He owns 14,000 acres of 
land around it, and does his best to avoid 
the stigma of being an absentee landlord. 
To effect this he has no town house. Adare 
Manor is situated aboat thirteen miles from 
the town of Limerick. It is placed in a 
hollow, with the river Maigue running 
along so close to one side of the honse that 
you could drop a biscuit out of the end win- 
dows into the water. A deer park with 
plenty of good shooting of another descrip- 
tion atretehes far around the mansion. 

One such house might be enough for any 
man. But Lord Danraven’s other home— 
the Welsh castle,—though less a ae 
because it has only comparatively lately 
come into the family, is equally magniti- 
cent. It is situated ona cliff above the sea. 
Unluckily, there is no harbor near for a 
yacht. It isa wild, dangerous coast, and 
no harbor can be made anywhere in the 
neighborhood. Dunraven Castle is about 
eight miles from Bridgend, along a wild, 
recky road, reminding one of the Scotch 
highlands. Lord Dunraven has fine shoot- 
ing and a fine library there, too. Besides 
sport and study, he gives his time largely 
to local affairs, He is on the county council 
for Glamorganshire, he is a magistrate (un- 
paid, cf course,) and it is daily expected 
that the queen will appoint him lord lieu- 
tenant of the connty. 

The owner of all this is as unpretentious 
and gracious a gentleman as possible, He 
is now forty-nine years old and his hair is 
thinning, but he is still young enough look- 

; ing. Hie is neither dark nor fair, but 
rather the latter; wears a pointed beard 
and mustache ; is a little under the middle 
height and slender, but muscular. He 
fences for an hour every morning to keep 
himself in condition. When yachting, he 
does a great deal of hard work himself.

‘e know that wheat rapidly depletes the 
soil of its fertility, and the chemist has 
found that the larger part of the fertility 
that goes into the wheat grain is sto 
neat the outside of the grain in what be- 
comes the bran or grinding.

Immatare wheate, no matter what the 
cause, whether drought, attack of rast, or | 
prematore harvest, are weakened in seed | 
value because of lack of fal! food supply in | 
the grain, and perhaps immaturity of the 
germ. 

Mixed varieties of seed should not be 
sown because there will be inequality in 
ripening.

leas strength in their first growth from the — 
grain than is the case with best grades of 
matare wheat. 

Wheat that has been wet and subject to! 
freezing and thawing during the winter | 
cannot safely be used aa seed without being | 
tested. 

Any seeds which have at any time been 
heated because of moisture when in bulk, 
are very liable to have been injured beyond 
ability to grow, 

If stacks are made from well cured, ma- 
ture wheat, and remain dry throughout the | 
winter, the wheat threshed from such in | 
the spring will be as good seed as it other- 
wise stored. 

Wheats threshed from the shocks in the 
spring of 1892 after winter blexching were 
generally dead. 

The growth of a crop of wheat is depend- 
ent upon so many and varying conditions, 
that no positive rules of procedure which 
shall invariably result in success can be laid 
down. Conditions of temperature and 
moisture ip both soil and atinosphere, and 
physical conditions of the soil, either at the 
time of sowing, or during the period of 
growth, mast necessarily vitally influence 
the result, whatever the character of the 
seed sown, Thus the atooling of the grain 
is chiefly dependent upon conditions of 
moisture at the time ef stooling, so that in 
dry seasons stooling is deficient, when from 
the same amount of geod sown stooling 
would have been abundant during a moist 
season ; and the quantity of seed sown suffi- 
cient in the latter case woyld have been in- 
sufficient in the former. ‘Because of such 
facts failure may actually follow practice 
based on the best general rules of procedure, 
and on the other hand, success may result 
from practice not usually eatisfxctory, and 
which under other conditions would inevit- 
ably have resulted in farlure ; therefore, al- 
though an occasional successful crop may 
under certain conditions result frorh the 
using of inferior seed, this practice in the 
end can only result in failure.

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Sucosssful Farmers. 


We shou'd ask, says James B, Stephens, 
in the Practical Farmer, what qualities do 
these men who are successful farmers pos- 
sesa that have made them so? Letfus inquire 
into the causes that have contributed to 
their success. Are they not men of great 
energy, wide-awake, and alert, men who 
always keep abreast of the times? Are 
they not men of an unflinching determin- 
ation, who trample upon difficulties, and 
who ever press onward and upward? Are 
they not frugal and sober? Do they net 
ik end think? Do they not love their 
calling? I am as firm as a rock in my aa 
ion that any tarmer who possesses the fore- 
going qualities will be successful, and I 
also firmly believe that all those good men 
who write so ably for the P. F. possess 
these qualities in an eminent degree. I 
look back over ten years of observation. I 
see mon engaged in farming who are inter- 
ested and enthusiastic in almost everything 
except their own work, who are attentive 
ta. almost everything except their own busi- 
ness and whoare never satistied unless they 
have a chance to go to some circus or some 
other useless gathering, where both 
money and time are spent and no compen. 

ting advantages realized. Some of these 
men farm no more, and others of them are 
scarcely making a living. On the other 
see farmers attentive to their work, 
diligent®and enthusiastic in their own call. 
ing, always “vigilant and economical, who 
are makinga good liying and laying up 
money besides, and who doubtless have 
before them a prosperous and peaceful fat- 
ure. Iam acquainted witha farmer who 
about eight years ago boughta farm. He 
had nothing to begin with but energy, 
character and ability, and to-day he is al- 
most out of debt. His money is all made 
from his farm products, and he even sells 
corn, oata and hay crops which take off 
much plant-food, but this plant-food is 
always returned by copious manuring. He 
follows general farw.ing, but it is extensive 
farming. He doce no more than he can do 
well. And right here is where so many 
farmors make a mistake. They undertake 
entirely too mucli, 

A good old farmer onc? wrote that he 
never plowed more ground than what he 
could completely cover with manure That 
is a good plan. I can imagine that that 
farmer was successful, By plowing no 
more then what can be completely covered 
with manure, one is not likely to plow more 
than what can be thoroughly tilled. An 
able writer on agriculture wrote some time 
ago that prodigy seed, prodigy fertilizing 
and prodigy tillage will bring prodigy re- 
sults. Now, it ecems to me that any farm- 
er who has reasonably good land can 
attain avtonishingly good results by using 
the best seed, by copious fertilizing and 
by thorough tillage. All that is needed is 
enterprise, constant planning and push. 
The trouble with a great many farmers is, 
they are satisfied too soon. When they 
raise a crop that is ream d above the aver- 
age, or somewhat better than that of their 
neighbours, they think they are doing well 
enough, This should not be. They should 
atrive each year to surpass the work of the 
year before. They should set before thera- 
selves a high ideal and then strive to their 
I spurn the desire

Hyprotiam As a Medical Agent.

Hypnotiam, as practiss 


prevailing prejodice against the art, mul 


ject fraught with not a little interest. This 


predisposition against hypnotiem, which is 
almost universal, is# bybrid production of 
ignorance and superstition —-ignorance of 
established sclontifie facta and superstition 
impelled by the wild statements of itin- 
¢rant showmen, whose parpose is the 
better accomplished the more they can im- 
press the public with the mysticism of 
their hypnotic exhibitions. The showmen's 
first unwarrantable assumption, which they 
make the basis of effect upon the public 
mind, is to claim peculiar power—a power 
which the uninitiated, in their ignorance in 


| many cases, ascribe to the devil. 


Hypnotism is, however, not a new thing, 
even in its application to the healing of 
diseases, having been in ‘some method or 
other practised by almost every race 
since the dawn of history, although scien- 
tific investigation dates only since 1787, 
when it was inaugurated by the eminent 
physician, Dr. Frederick Anton Mesmer, 
whese treatment was condemned by the 
medical nrefession, bat approved of by 
both the French and German Governments. 
This unfavorable verdict was, however, 
revoked in 1825, when a commission ap- 
pointed by 


THER FRENCH ACADEMY OF MEDICINE 


to investigate mesmeriam, as it was called 


after Meamer, concluded their report as/§ 


follows: ‘Some of the magnetised pa- 
tients experienced no benefit, Others de- 
rived more or less relief from the treat- 
trent;in one case habitual suffering was 
suspended, in another strength returned, 
ima third epileptic attacks were averted 
for several months, and in a fourth serious 
paralysis of long standing was completel 
cured. Considered as the agent of physi- 
ological phenomena, or as 4 therapeutic 
expediont, magnetiem must take its place 
in the acheme of medical science, and con- 
sequently it should be practised by physi- 
cians only.” R 

This last recommendation is still voiced 
by every physician who uses hypnotism. 
Since the time of Mesmer hypnotism (this 
name, as being more appropriate and ex- 
ar proce wat given toit by Braid) has 

eld only a footing in the medical pro- 
fession, and even to attain this result 
some of the ablest practitioners have been 
subjecte| to almost ineredible persecution 
by the rest of this profession. First among 
John Ellioteon, in 1837 
physician to the University Oollege hos- 
pital, London, 

In 1815 Dr. James Esdaile, a surgeon 
the emnploy of tho East India Company 
Calcutta, began the nse of hypnotism 
order, if possib'e, to lessen the pain of 
aay undergoing surgical operations, 

e was so suocesaful that after a thorough 
investigation the Government placed a 
special hospital at his disposal. He has 
left a record of over 250 operations painless- 
ly performed by the aid of hypnotism, in- 
cluding many ma@jor and dangerous cases, 
such as amputations and the removal -of 
large tumors. One tumor which he remov- 
ed was larger than the patient’s body, and 
during the operation it had to be suapended 
by chains from the ceiling. The authenti- 
city of this feat is attested by an English 
general who witnessed the operation, 


LAFONTAINE § EXHIBITIONS. 


In 1841 Dr, James Braid, a »Manchester 
surgeon, was struck with the public exhibi- 
tions of Lafontaine and demonstrated their 
genuineness by inducing ‘‘ mesmeric sleep” 
in his wife and children, His experiment 
taught him the utter fallacy of the theory 
that the phenomena depended upon the 
passing of some mysterious fluid or influence 
from the operator to the subject, and to 

revent as far as. possible these erratic 
deas he substituted the name “hypnotism” 
for ‘‘mesmerism ” or “ animal magnetism,” 
To Braid is now generally attributed the 
honor of having rescued the art from the 
region of fies Foy He used hypnotism 
with considerable snocess in the treatment 
of various nervous diseases such as rheuma- 
tism, epilepsy, paralysis and neuralgia and 
published a book containing the results of 
his work. Dr. Braid offered to read a paper 
on the subject before the British association 
but his proposal was rejected and it is 
amusing to note that one of the papers ac- 
cepted at that time was one on the ** palpi 
of spiders,” the object of which was to pre- 
vent the audience from mistaking young 
spiders for old ones. Chloroform being in- 
troduced about this time, hypnotism was 
thrust aside. But Dr. Liebeault, then ao 
young man, happened across Braid’s book 
and opened a free dispensary at his home in 
Nancy for the treatment of the poor. He 
has since published several works on the 
subject. Prof. Bernheim, in 1882, indirectly 
through Liebeault commenced an investiga- 
tion, and with such striking success in his 
experiments that he was “forced to speak” 
and published his great work on hypnotism 
in 1886. The endorsation of 4 man ao emin- 
ent in the professiov was at once felt in en- 
listing adherents and investigators through- 
out all Christendom. 

Thus has hypnotism for a century 
struggled for a bare foothold in the profes- 
sioa to which it rightly belongs—it “* came 
unto its owa and its own received it not.” 
But its time of triumph has at last arrived.

the most powerful cociety of medicine in the 
world, after an exhaustive discussion, de- 
clared hypnotism to be ‘* worthy of invest. 
gation.” Hypnotism is now freely discuss- 
ed by the great medical journals, an in- 
deed journals and magazines of all kinds 
devote space to it, thus attesting the inter- 
est it evokes in the mind of the public at 
large.

It precedes and sacceeds 
consciousness, is the first thing to take 
possession of the body (it is present in the 
foetus) and is the last thing to leave it.” 

Dr. W: B. Geikie and Dr. W. T. Aikins, 
the principals of the faculties of the two 
Toronto medical schools, are not actively 
opposed to it, but are very conservative 
and think that, though in afew cases it 
inay be useful, its practice should be very 
limited in the profession and entirely pro- 
hibited outside of it, They hold also that 
hypnotism has of itself an injurious effect 
upon the person hypnotized. It is only 
fair to observe, however, that the older 
men have not studied the subject — 
mentally for themselves.

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Canada’s Ald to the Rallways. 


The chief statistician of the Dominion 
government makes the following statement 
with regard to the sid the Grand Trunk 
and Canadian Pccific railway have received 
from the Ottawa treasury. The Canadian 
Pacific has received from the Dominion 
Government the sum of $62,044,159 and 
25,000,000 acres of land, Of this latter the 
Canadian Pacific sold 6,703,004 acres to the 
Dominion Government for the sum of $10,- 
198,521. The Grand Trunk received from 
the Government of Canada a loan of $15,- 
142,633 in 1855-57. At simple interest the 
amount of principal and interest due to the 
Federal Government at thetimeot confedera- 
tion was $10,457,458 interest and the origi- 
nal loan, making a total of $20,600,091 due 
on the first ot July, 1867. I do not know 
that any formal renunciation of the debt 
was ever made by the Government and if 

the interest were to be added to the amount 

{ due at confederation the total would raise 

lto somewhere about $50,000,000. If the 
question asked was: “What have the 
people of Canada given in aid to these two 
railways?” we would have to examine the 
accounts to see how much has been advano- 
ed to the various lines incorporated with or 
under the control of each of the two great 
systems, as systems. Subsidies and aids 
were given by the Provincial Government 
and by municipalities.

The following isan extract from ‘the | 
hitherto anpublisked diary of the secretary 
of the Engish admiral who conveyed Napo- 
leon Bonaparte to St. Helens. It is printed 
in the October Crnfury. 

Napoleon said many of his officers desert- 
ed previous to the battle of Waterloo ; and 
in speaking of the French nation he’ said 
that the lower orders of the people were the 
most sincere, the most firm and at the same 
time the best dispositioned in the world ; 
bat in the proportion as you rose the class 
their characters became the woree, and 
above the bourgeois they were too fickle and 
too volatile to be at all depended on. They 
had one principle for today and another 
for to-morrow, according to the cireum- 
stances of the moment; and he attributed 
his Waterloo disasters solely tothe dis- 
allected officers of hie army. In talking of 
the battle he assured the admiral he had 
never for a moment mistook tie Prussians 
for Grouchy’s division, but that he knew 
early in the day that the Prussians were 
prs Ai on his flank ; that this, however, 
gave him little or no uneasiness, as he de- 
pended on General Grouchy also closing 
with him at the same bret | he had order- 
ed a sufficient forces to oppose the Prussians, 
who were in fact already checked. And he 
added that he sountdeted the battle throngh- 
out the day to be very much io his favor, 
bat that so soon as it was dusk the disaffect- 
ed officers promulgated the ery of ‘‘Sanve 
qui peut !" which d such confusion and 
alarm througheut his whole line that it 
became impossible to counteract it, or to 
rally his troops, situated as they were. 

But, he said, had it been daylight an 
hour longer, he was positive the result 
would have been very different; he further 
said that had he been able, when the alarm 
and confusion first took place, to have plac- 
ed himself in a conspicuous situation in 
front, it would have insured the rallying of 
all his troops around him; but as it was, 
treachery and darkness combined rendered 
his ruin inevitable. 

He said that on the morning of June 18 
he did not entertain the most distant idea 
that the Duke of Wellington would have 
willingly allowed him to eae brought the 
English army to a decisive battle, and con- 
sequently he had been the more anxious to 
push on, and if possible to force it, consid- 
ering nothing else could offer him a chance 
of surmounting the difficulties with which 
he was surrounded; but, he added, could 
he have beaten the English army, he was

either killed or taken, in which case 
the Prussian army (having been already 
beaten on the 16th) must have made a pre- 
cipitate retreat, or most probably would 
have been dispersed, and certainly entirely 
disorganized. ; :

Shecking Bavages. 


News had been received at Lripoli of the 
prevalence in the State of Bornu of a severe 
epidemic which is decimating the popula- 
tion. The traders there are petitioning the 
Tarkish authorities to send troops to Fezzan 
to protect the caravans from the danger 
threatening them in view of the tribal dis- 
turbances in that region, During May last 
over 6000 pilgrims left Tunis for Mecca, 
and about 3u(0 more sailed from the other 
ports on the coast. It is estimated that of 
these 4000 to 5000 persons perished on their 
to or from the holy city. Pilgrims who 
undergone quarantine on the island of 
Zanbia, in the Gulf of Lunis, were allowed, 
after medical inspection and disinfection, 
to come on shore at Tunis. In the afver- 
noon of the day when they were expected 
the different Tunisian secta, with the friends 
and relations of the returning pilgrims, in 
number about 12,000, — own to the 
quays, carrying banners and singing hymna. 

ioe. the pilgrims landed it was learned 
for tbe first time that scarcely 2000 of all 
who had started from Tunis had come back. 
Heartrending cries of wailing and lamenta- 
tion arose from the vast throng of women, 
of whom some were carried away fainting, 
while others threw themselves on their 
knees and supplicated the Prophet with 
frenzied fervour to restore to them the loat. 
The pilgrims themselves, a» soon as they 
set foot: on shore, and before they sought 
their relatives, turned their faces towards 
Meoca and, trating themselves, offered 
thanks to Mahomet for their salvatior. 
The pilgrims tell a horrible tale of their ex- 
riences: On June 24-—two «lays before the 
Yourban Bairam—upwards of 100,000 Muae- 
sulmansa, Arabs, Turks, and Indians had 
gathered on the sacred mount to hear the 
solemn address which is delivered to those 
who wish to become hadji.. Many of these 
people were in the most wretched condition, 
and some had not even a loaf of bread. The! 
following day the onward movement to the 
holy city began. who got away) 
were fortunate.

In fact, he may be said to 
be the creator of the policy of an Imperial! 
Federation, which would be little or nothing 
without Canada. He is a man of immense 
will and much talent,and has the ear of the 
moneyed and influential public in England. 
It is probably due to his influence that 
Great Britain is at present hedging Canada 
about with cannon as if she feared «he 
might get away.” 

WE ARE GLOATERS, 

Then this giddy New York sheet brings 
a gross charge against the Canadian newea- 
papers.

Under the cir- 
cumstances, it seems foolish to Americans 
to allow this policy, so intensely hostile to 
us in its every manifestation, to go on much 
turther, With a large portion of the popu- 
lation of Canada willing and anxious to be 
annexed to the United States, why should 
we seethe Canadians pushed into a so. 
ealled ‘imperial’ policy, and forced to 
actions hostile to us?

MIDER DICKS. 


Hew They Are Bateed In Far Away Icc- 
land, 

In the recesses and holes and cavities be- 
tween the hammocks of Iceland the eider 
ducks may be seen sitting on their nesta. 
Of these there are several scores, and the 
birds themselves when sitting are perfectly 
tame, come of them even allowing a stranger 
to stroke them with ‘the hand, They are 
not all hatched at the same time, and 
many are still in the egg when othera are 
hatched and swimming about in the sea, 
The drake, as is so frequently the case with 
the male bird; isa handsome, showy crea- 
ture, with mach white in his plumage. He 
is exceedingly shy and wary, while the 
female, whose plumage is brown and glossy, 
is, on the contrary, tame and confiding. 

The duck lays from five to six éggs at 
the beginning of June, and it is ne unusual 
thing to find from ten to sixteeh eggs in 
one nest, together with two females, who 
sit either at intervals, or if necessary, both 
at the same time, and strange to say, seem 
to agree remarkably well with one another. 
The period of laying lasts some six or seven 
weeks and the birds are in the habit of lay- 
ing three times in different. places. From 
the first and second of these. both the 
down and eggs are taken away, but from 
the last itis very seldom that the farmer 
removes either, Should he do so with any 
degree of persistency the birds would de- 
sert the locality, and he ia not such a fool 
as to destroy the duck with the golden 
eggs. 

In some cases the owner resides on or 
near the farm. When he and his men ar- 
rive at the nest they carefully remove the 
female and take away the superfluous down 
and eggs. The duck immediately begins to 
lay afresh, and covers her eggs with her 
down, which she plucks from her own 
breast. Ifthe supply is inadequate the 
male come to herasaistance and helps to 
cover the eggs with his down, This being 
white is easily distingaished from the 
brown covering which the female supplies, 
and is not so good in quality. 

The nest is not as a general rule, left 
until the little ones are hatched. There is 
not much callowness and helplessness about 
these youngsters. Abont an hour after 
they are out of the shell they quit the nest 
together, when it is once more plundered. 
This down is divided into seaweed down. 
The latter is generally 
considered to be the best in quality. The 
down is very valuable and fetches from $4 
to $5 a pound. 

The three takes of down vary consider- 
ably in quality, the first being superior to 
the second and the second to the third, 
The birds themselves apart from their 
down-giving capacities, are of little value. 
The down taken from dead ducks is value- 
less, as it has lost all its marvellous elastic- 
ity.

The Qacen’s Army. 


“Yes, gentlemen, it’s the King’s arm 
and the King’s navy, but it’s the nationa 
debt.” This inflammatory outburst of 
Cobbett’s represents a feeling which has, 
we fear, done an incalculable deal of harm 
to our warlike services. The notion that 
the fighting forces of the country are the 
Queen's army and the Queen’s aavy, and 
not the national army and the national 
navy, has been so much insisted upon that 
the nation has not taken half the pride, 
interest, and delight it ought in the men 
who defend it. 

In France, and even in America, in mo- 
mente of danger, the national forces are 
noi only dear to every heart, but a matter 
of intimate persenal qoncern to every man, 
woman, and child in the country. With 
us, though happily the army has ceased to 
be actively unpopular, there is far too much 
indolent indifference. The army and navy 
are the forces of the Crown, and the Crown 
must look after them. 

* Ain't it enough if I pay the bill?’ That 
is the sort of way the ordinary, common- 
place taxpayer and voter is inclined to re- 

ard the matter. He may take pride in the 

rough police~—they are ‘‘ our police”—but 
a sort of churlish shyness and pride pre- 
cludes him from taking or expressing inter- 
est in what he is always having rammed 
down his throat as the ‘‘Queen’s army,” 
and, as he thinks, with the additicn, “ and 
that’s a cat far above you, my man.” 

Ot course, it is all nonsense, s mere matter 
of words, bat none the less the sentiment 
we have described exists, and has done, we 
believe, a great deal to create that sense of 
indifference to the army and its needs, that 
surly lack of interest among the voters 
which all our best officers deplore. Look 
at the amaller provincial newapapers. Not 
one of them would, we fear, ever think of 
talking of the army except to run it down, 
to expose ascandal, or to say it Was ex- 
pensively managed. The writers cannot 
teelabout it as a purely national organiza- 
tion, in regard to which they are themselves 
responsible. It is the Queen’s army, net 
the nation’s. —[The Spectator.

Some Interesting Farte Not Generally 
‘Kaewen. . 


The ineffectiveness of mediwval cavalry is 
shown by the fact that it waa always the 
slow moving part of the service, while 
all quick movements were executed by foot- 
men. 

The bayonet was invented by the French 
in 1640, was given to all the Austrian in- 
fantry in 1630, to the Prussians in 1690; the 
— adopted it in 1703, the Russians in 

The distinctive Roman arm waa the 
pilum or spear, 44 feet of wood, 14 of iron; 
it weighed 10 or 12 pounds, and when 
thrown at ten paces almost invariably prov- 
ed fatal. 

Athens had ten strategi, or draft com - 
missioners ; these levied the troops; and 
together with the phylarchs,or colonela,and 
taxiarchs, or captains, were elected by the 
people. 

A Greek army was composed of the hop. 
lite, or heavy armed infantry ; the thetea, 
or light infantry ; an intermediate clara,the 
peltastae, and bodies of mercenary slingers 
and bowmen. 

The drill of the Roman soldier was ex- 
ceedingly severe, It comprised not only 
the use of weapons, but running, jumping, 
climbing, wrestling, wetinining, buck naked 
and in full armor, 


During the time of Augustus the Roman 
army consisted of twenty-tive legions—eight 
on the Rhine,three in Spain, two in Africa, 
two in Egypt, four in Syria, six on the 
Danube. 

Frederick the Great revolutionized the 
cavalry of his time. All evolutions were 
executed at tull speed, and the charging and 
rallying of the Prussian cavalry were deem- 
ed miraculous. 


The equipments and arms of all modern 
armies are substantially the same, with 
differences in material and workmanship, 
the English, French and American arms 
being deemed the best. 

After the time of Pericles the Athenian 
soldiers received two oboli a day aa pay 
and two more for provisions; officers re- 
ceived twice this sum, cavalrymen three 
times and generals four times as much, 

War chariots appeared for the last time 
during the Persian invasion of Greace, 
They were abandoned then because the 
horses got frightened, and running away, 
often threw large bodies of troops into 
confusion, 

The flintlock was invented about 1640 and 
before the end of the century was in gener- 
al use. Firing, however, was still very 
slow, and rarely more than twenty-tive 
shots were fired by a soldier in the course 
of a day. 


At the beginning of the fifteenth century 
a marked improvement had been made in 
the infantry, which had been so drilled to 
maintain steadiness that 1t was sometimes 
able to resist a charge, even of the heavy 
cavalry. 


At Leuctra Epaminondas broke the Spar- 
tan phalanx by forming his troops into a 
deep column and attacking one wing of the 
Spartans, breaking it, then wheeling his 
ranks, and thus outflanking the Spartan 
line. 

A Roman consular army comprised two 
legions, each comprising 4500 men, The 
unit of the legion was the manipalas, 10u 
men, commanded by a centurion. The 
legion was commanded by a Tribune (Bri- 
gadier General). 


Mediwval infantry were either pikemen 
orarchers. On the Continent the archers 
generally used the crossbow; the English 
archers preferred the more effective long 
bow, which b rite its superiority at Crecy, 
Poitiers and Agincourt. 


The army of Philip of Macedén waa the 
largest standing army known up to his 
time, consisting of 30,000 foot and 3000 
horse, Its main reliance wes a great phal- 
anx of 18,00) men. He replaced the short 
spear with the lance 24 feet long. 

The first infantry drill regulations of 
modern times were compiled by Maurice of 
Nassau during the rebellion of the Nether-

toval tonnage of 1,085,890. It will ] 
many persons to learn that, in reapeet of 
numbers, the Brit.sh colonies own a steam 
fleet exactly equal to that of Germany; the 
gross tonnage, however, is less than half as 
great, being only 515,204. As regards ton- 
nage, France ranks next to Germany, her 
532 steam vessela having an aggregate ton- 
nage of 853,700.

Lxtraerdinary Mant(estations in the Arc- 
tle Megtoas Some Thirty Years Ago. 


_ Apropos of the recent revival of interest 
in the Vock Lane ghost and the possible 
verity of its manifestations it may be 
worth while to put on record certain 
events which took place in the early ’60's 
at Fort Yukou, the outermost post of the 
Hudson Bay company, in Alaska, north of 
the Arctic circle, At this lonely fort half 
a dozen from the northern isles of Scotland 
traded for furs under the command of 
Strachan Jones, post trader of the com- 
, Once a year a party ascended the 

at river and crossed to La Pierre's house, 
at the head of navigation on the Porcupine 
river, bringing a supply of trading goods, 
one sack of flour, and a little tea and sugar 
for the commander, with the mail of the 
last six months, and receiving in exchange 
the bales of furs which had been purchased 
daring the previous twelve months, The 
batoaux from the fort then returned down 
stream with the goods. In midwinter a 
courier on snowshoes brought the hali- 
yearly instructions from the chief factor at 
York factory, At other times the little 


or was busied with the hurting and trade 
which supplied the business and subsistence 
of the post, About a year after Jones 
relieved his predecessor strange rumors 
prevailed among the residents at the fort. 
Singular noises were heard during the still 
arctic night.

When spring came the bateaux started as 
usual for La Pierre’s house with the bales 
of furs, Jones commanding the party. At 
the nightly bivouac, to the astonishment of 
the voyagera, the noises continued. The 
man who slept in the boat asa sort of guida 
reported that he heard raps aad a curious 
scratching on the mast. Men who slept 
around the campfire ashore declared that 
they heard Jones talking in the night to 
some one who answered in a voice unknown 
to any of the party. On meeting the party 
from Fort Macpherson at the portage the 
voyagers naturally compared notes, and the 
doings of Jones’ familiar were soon discuas- 
ed by every campfire and at every trading 
post throughout the Northwest territory. 
A visitor at the fort in 1866 was assured of 
the reality of these manifestations, which 
remained without explanation, as Jones had 
retired from che post and carried his secret 
with him, The same visitor, while waiting 
tke return of the officer then commanding, 
had the curiosity to look through a little 
library which in the course of years had 
accumulated in the commander's quarters.

The fourth place is occupied 
not by any European power, but by the 
British coloaies, which owned 1,859 sailin 
vesseis, having a total capacity, of 792,801 
tons. Then came Germany, with 1,005 
vessele of 614,024 tons; Italy, with 1,173, 
possesting a gross tonnage of 401,643 ; 
Sweden, with 969 vessels of 288,751 tons; 
Russia, with 947, of 276,706 tons; and 
lastly, France, which possesses only 878 
sailing vessels, with a gross tonnage of 203,- 
909. The sailing marines of Spain and 
Holland, which were once the largest in 
the world, are no longer worth mentioning, 

As regards the waste of shipping during 
the last year, the returns publi by 
Lioyd’s Register are less favorable to the 
United States than to three other of the 
chief maritime nations, Comprehending 
both steam and sailing ships in the caleu- 
lation, we find that in 1892, the percentage 
of vessels loat by the United Kingdom was 
2.59; by Italy, 2.79, and by Germany 3.46. 
The percentage of vessels lost by the United 
Statea was 3.82; hy the British colonies, 
3.88; Norway, 447, and by France, 
5.29. Fora better exhibition than that 
made by the United Kingdom we have to 
go to the smaller maritime powers, amon 
which we observe that Russia lost but 1.2! 
of her vessels, and Spain only 1.82. The 
remarkable immunity of Russian ships from 
loas is due apparently to the fact thata 
considerable number of Russian are 
closed during the winter, which is conspic- 
uously the wreck season.

The story of adog of France is told—a 
dog who became one of the most loved of 
all thefollowera of Napoleon. He wana 
shaggy dog, whom the soldiers called Mua- 
tache, and who, casting his lot with that 
of the army, had followed it into Italy. 
Scarcely had the army reached Alexandria 
when Mustache warned his comrades of a 
night attack, his timely waking saving, per- 
haps, the army. In return the dog's name 
was inscribed on the roll book of hia com- 

ny. From thatday he was entitled to 

raw rations—a grenadier’s portion daily.

winter and never had any grain in summer. 
It was divided into two lots of eight cows 
each,the division being made by the station 
on the basis of weight, length of time in 
milk, length of time in calf, yield of milk

The experiment continued from May 23d 
to October 23d, or 22 weeks.

For many years the rumor ofa magnifi- 
cent diamond, said to be in the possession 
of a tribe ica, tigg he far-away region 
vaguely indicated by the expression ‘ up 
country,” had tickled the ears of adventur- 
ers. Many had gone in search of it ; none 
had come within measurable distance of ob- 
taining it. 

About this time, however,(1869,) a Dutch 
farmer uamed Van Neikerk got upon the 
track of the diamond. He wandered from 
tribe to tribe, and from village to village, 
one day hopeful of success and the next 
disappointed. At length he was directed 
to a medicine man,or witch doctor,residing 
in a certain Kaflir village, and, sure enough 
after a good deal of palavet, and plentiful 
libations of jowala, diseovere? him to be 

of a pure white stone of ex- 
traordipary size and iustre, Which he 
had little doubt was the diamond referred 
to, 

The witch doctor, however, was extreme- 
ly unwilling to part with it. A high price 
was offered, then a higher still ; but be 
remained immovable, The Datchman now 
became excited and offered him his whole 
span of oxen. To this had of necessity to 
be added the tent wagon which he had fitted 
out for his journey, together with his “P 

artenances, And, at last, stripped of all 
fis belongings save his gun and ammuni- 
tion, he departed with the gem safely con- 
cealed somewhere about his person: 

The bargain, nevertheless, was a good 
one as the stone was found, wien brought 
to the frontier, to be a beautiful flawless 
diamond of the purest water, and worth 
£25,000. This diamond—which is now in 
the possession of the Countess of Dudley— 
may be called ‘‘the foundation stone of the 
diamond industry."—[{[Good Words.

on Lake Tanganyika in Ujiji, has just. 
reached London, accampanied by his wife, 
the only European lady who has ever visit. 
ed that country. ; 

Speaking of Emin Pasha’s death, 
Swann said - 

“ As to the death of Emin, there ia no 
question. In the interior it is accepted as 
a fact, but some certainty prevaile on the 
subject at the coast. Personally 1 am as 
certain that Emin isa dead man, as I am 
that lam sitting here, The report of his 
death came to me at Ujiji in consequence of 
a letter which had been received there, 
asking what should be done with Emin’s 
effects. I at once made enquiries, and was 
told that he had been killed in the Manye- 
ma country by Seyd Ben Abed, and that his 
following of 30 Nubian soldiers had been 
killed and eaten, 

“ This report, which was of a most cir- 
cumstantial character, reached me from four 
different sources in Ujiji, and to my mind, ! 
is as conclusive as anything can be in Africa. 
It is implicitly believed by all the Arabs 
who seem very well pleased to have at last, 
got rid of Emin. 

“One of my informants was an Arab who | 
had been travelling on Emin’s route. This 
Arab not only deacribed Emin’s journey, 
but, although he had probably never seen a 
map in hia life,sketched on a piece of paper 
the various places touched by the German 
explorer, and related how he had been 
tracked by the Arabs, who had made u 
their hate to kill him. Emin peshed 
through Ruanda country, and had followed 
one of. the rivera flowing into the Congo, 
until he came to Seyd Ben Abed’s residence, 
where he stopped. Shortly after his arrival 
a number of Arabs went out and asked Emin 
where he was going. Emin replied ‘I am 
going to the coast.’ Another Arab then 
went forth and said, 

** *You are Edin Pasha, who killed the 
Arabs at the Victoria Nyanza. I will kill 
aret He then took a large curved Arab 

nife from his belt, and, brandishing it 
aloft, struck off Emin’s head. His body 
was atonce thrown to the Manyema, his 
Nubian followers being afterwards killed 
and eaten. 

‘*In taking into account the credibility 
of thig report,” said Mr. Swann, ‘it must 
be remembered that Ujijiis the nearest spot 
to that where Emin had last been heard of. 
Emin was on his way to the West Coast. 
So much impressed was I with the account 
that I ordered Raumaliza to get any papers 
or letters left by Emin, and he promised to 
do so, The greatest uncertainty is felt on 
the subject at the coast, but the fact that 
Emin has never been seen or heard of since 
he reached Tuanda speaks volumes.” 

Emin Pasha was born in Neisso, in 
Silesia, a little over 58 years ago. THe was 
of Jewish birth, his real name being Isaac 
Schnitzer,

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“THE FAITHFUL.” 


In the Gymnasium at Neisse he received 
his elementary education, afterwards pro- 
ceeding to Breslau and Berlin for the study 
of medicine. In 1864 he obtained his dip- 
loma. From his earliest youth he had mani- 
fested a strong desire for travel, especially 
in Oriental lands, and as soon as he had 
passed his University examinations he shook 
the dust of his native land from his feet. In 
1865 already we find him established at 
Antivari, in Albania, as @ quarantine do:- 
tor, 

By reasons of his remarkable linguistic 
attainments—he is said to have spoken 
fluently at this period not only his native 
German, but also French, Italian, English, 
Turkish, Albanian, Arabic, Persian, and a 
variety of Slavonic dialects—he became ex- 
ceedingly useful to Hakki Pasha, who took 
him with him to Trebizond, where he was 
transferred to the Governship of that city. 
With Hakki he travelled exteasively in 
Arabia and Armenia, and when in 1874 his 
friend and patron died he entered the eer- 
vice of the Khedive Ismail of Egypt under 
the name of Dr, Emin Effcndi, {smail, at 
this period, was striving might and main to 
extond his southern frontiers, and for this 
purpose he was anxious to enlist the services 
of Europeans. Very shortly after Emin 
entered his service he received orders to 
the Soudan. 


AT KHARTOUM WITH CORDON, 


The Governor of the Equatorial Province 
was Charles Gordon—the famous ‘ Gordon 
of Khartoum "—and with him Emin was 
soon established on the friendliest footing. 
Gordon stood in no need of Emin’s medical 
assistance, although the latter had been 
appointed to act as his body physician, and 
he found other work for him to doin mis- 
sions to the surrounding tribes. He sent 
him to Uganda and Unyoro, and the Ger- 
man doctor, through his remarkable knowl- 
edge of languages and some subtle sympathy 
with the native character, proved a sing- 
ularly capable ambassador. In Khartoum 
itself Emin distinguished himself by the 
rare self-abnegation and devotion with 
which he visited and relieved the sick poor, 
With Gordon he explored the Victoria 
Nyanza region, and in 1877 ascended the 
Nile from Lado to Magungo, and crossed 
the country of the Magungos as far as 
Meruli, In 1878 Gordon gave up the 
governorship, and on his recommendation 
Emin was appointed to succeed him with 
the title of Bey. For 10 years he ruled 
the Soudan province—an area as large as 
Germany, France, and Australi combined 
and, in spite of unexampled difficulties, 
achieved the most fruitful resulta. In April 
1883, the Mahdist rebellion was preached 
throughout Equatoria, and when Emin at- 
tempted to return from Lado to Khartoum 
he found his route cut off by the hostile 
dervishes, 


THE KESCUL FROM WADELAL 


For three years Emia tried ineffectually 
to get out of the trap in which he found 
himeelf, and had he chosen to desert his 
companions he might easily have saved 
himeelf. Junker, who was with him at the 
time of the revolt, managed to reach the 
coast, Twe expeditions were sent to rescue

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the following year he concentrated himself 
at Wadelai, His position here in the heart 
of Africa strongly se gree te public sym.

A Paring Navigation, 


If Dr. Nansen’s previsions »have been 
fulGlled, he is at present driftingtin the ice- 
beset Fram towards the unknown circum- 
polar regions, Some months ago a summary 
of his parting letter was published in the 
Times. On the 11th ist. it appeared in 
full, being dated Y i strait, August 2. 
On the 2lst of June he had lifted anchor in 
the harbor of Varde and he watched Nor- 
way slowly disappearing ander the horizon 
with mingled hopes and fears. Pushing on 
through the fog for four days they crossed 
the Barents sea (between Lapland, Spitzber- 
gen and Nova Zembla) and on the 25th had 
the satisfaction of once more beholding the 
sup. With the clear blue sky above and 
the calm blue sea below and around them, 
they caught a glimpse of land, which they 
recognized as the port of Nova Zembla, 
between North and South Goose Cape, and 
they had begun to promise themselves some 
capital sport and an appetizing addition to 
their bill of fare when the fog closed in again 
and they recorded their first disappointment, 
On the 27th of July, ‘after two pave more 
of fog, they came upon ice, slight at first, 
but ere long heavy and difficult to navi- 
gate through. When the fog grew denser 
and the floes tightened round the Fram, 
Dr, Nansen and his companions felt them. 
selvesin asore plight. At last, with caution 
they reached open water again aud they 
bad reason to be grateful for the ico-bat- 
tling qualities of theit good ship. On the 
20th of July they anchored in Yugoreki 
strait, outside a small place tenanted by 
& few Samoyed families and known by the 
name of Chabarowa. This strait, as may 
be seen on the map, is between tho island 
of Waigat and the Siberian mainland and 
is the gate from the Barents to the Kara 
sea. There Dr. Nansen found the man 
whom he had commiasioned to purchase 
sledge caps for him and to whom, after he 
had delivered 35 fine animals (out of 40) in 
good condition, he gave King Oscar’s medal, 
as the prize of his despatch, Nansen and 
Capt. Sverdrup, after reconnoitring the 
Kara sea in the launch, and finding it as to 
ice better than its fame, set to work making 
preparations for the passage.

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imported Meat in Great Britain. 


A select committee of the English House 
of Loris has made a report on imported _ 
meat, and this report will benefit the Can- 
adian trade in that important food pro- 
duct, primarily because it shows the meas 
brought into the Unitei Kingdom is better 
than the agricultural interest im that 
country su itto be, The opinion is 
even ventured that had the English farmer 
known the report would be conveted into an 
advertisement of the virtues of Canadian 
and foreign beef he would not have been as 
eager as he was a few months ago to have 
the investigation carried out. It is even 
asserted the British producer of beef has 
been hoisted by his own petard, and instead 
of disclosures calculated to injure the bual- 
ness of importing beef and thus create bet- 
ter prices for the English farmer, the 
is likely to send up the prices of . 
adian and foreign meat, and to reduce those 
now paid for home-killed and home-growh 
beef and mutton. 

The report of this select committee of the 
House of Lords in relation to Canadian and 
foreign meat is similar to what was brought 
out before the select standing committee 
on agriculture and colonization at Ottawa 
in the matter of the Canadian beef trade to 
England. Prof, Robertson in his evidence 
showed that in England so-called “ best 
English” beef is often really the “best Can- 
adian,” and for which the Canadian a 
ducer was getting about 50 per cent. only of 
his English competitors, 

The evidence of the British Parliament- 
ary committee goes to show that chilled 
meat of the best quality, such as best Vana. 
dian beet and New Zealand mutton, is in- 
distinguishable from British meat except 
by experts, and often with difficulty even 
by them. The difference in price, how- 
ever, is material, for whereas home- 
grown beef fetches 2s 4d to 5s 1d por stone, 
imported fetches from 2s Gd to 4a 4d; and 
while home-grown mutton fetches 2s Sd te 
Sa 4d, imported fetches only 24 to 4s.” — It 
dloes not appear, report the committee, 
that retail batehers inform their customers - 
of the source of origin of their meat. Ate 
five shops in Kensington, which professed 
to keep nothing but the * beat Seotch,” 
four samples were declared to be Canadian 
or American. In another large West Kod 
establishment, professing to sell nothing 
but English aid Scotch meat, only six 
sides of Scotch were sold during a whole 
yoar. All the rest were Canadian ° or 
American. Generally speaking, about 
three-fourths of the beef sold as Beato’ in 
the city and the West tnd of - 
don is said to be from Can 
and the United States “In all 
these cases,” eays the report, " it ap- 
peared that the prices charged were those 
which would be justified only hadthe meat 
been purchased wholesale at the price com- 
manded by the best home killed meat 
Some misrepresentation appears also te 
exist in the mutton trade, but owing to the 
wile difference in the appearance of the 
meat it would seem to be less prevalent 
than in the case of chilled beef." Never- 
theless, cases are cited of New Zealand 
mutton, the retail value of which is 7d. per’ 
pound, being sold as Welsh at 10d., and 
also the River Plate mutton being sold as 
New Zealand, and ‘‘it was put in evidence 
large quantities of animals imported from 
abroaland slaughtered in Scotland were till 
recently dressed in the Seotch fashion and 
sent to Smithfield to be sold as “best 
Scotch.’” The fact that the average excel- 
lence of imported meat is higher than tnat 
of English, Scotch or Welsh grown meat 
must Le encouraging to Canadian producers

Feeding Hogs. 


Prot. J. W. Roberts in an address before 
a meeting of dairymen said: I have studied 
the hog a good deal. I used to feed a great 
many—six hundred « year—and I was not 
a prodigal son either. They are worthy of 
observation in regard to general demeanor. 
I went down one Monday morning to the 
hog yards, The man whore business it was. 
to look after them had allowed an alcoholic 
fermentation to act in their whey. In this 
ease it was quite pronounced, and I watched 
seventy drunken hogs fora time. “Twas a 
study in animal husbandry and moral 
philosophy combined. There was the 
**fanny hog” which would tickle the others 
and run along and laugh; then there was 
the “ fighting hog,” that would show his 
tusks and snarl; and the = hog”’ 
that would lie in the mud on the ground 
and grunt. I concluded that it was foolish 
even for a pig to let his appetite get the 
better of his judgment and wll, 

Imfeeding hogs the man who feeds them 
well will sueceed with them. You must 


j remember that the hog has a preference for 


being clean, Last year ina great many 
pens one side of each was kept clean for a 
week ; afterwards the pigs themselves kept 
that clean for their bed. One week’s 
education did it, and if the hog getea good 
chance and a good example, he ia all right, 
Every farmer with one hundred acres ought 
to feed 20 to 100 hogs. The common way 
of constructing the floors of the pens is un- 
suitable. If they slope backward from the 
trough, they will be kept wet, That means 
sickly hogs that do not thrive well. I pre- 
ferto make the floor slant towards the 
trough. Twice the protit can be made 
when the animals lie dry all the while ; and 
besides that, their health is much better. 
Then the feeding trough should have its 
holding capacity in length and not in depth 
It pays to have them fed with good, clean 
feed ; which means the difference between 
fitand lows, They will take the waste 
ou the table. [t doea not de, asia ua- 
mally the case, to have it putina tubor 
barrel which is never emptied or cleaned. 
That becomes poison. it ferments and 
sours and makes tes blood. igh the sow 
and youn ing it, the consequence 
is my Lilore they are ten days old. 
Every animal should get clean food, and 
even little pigs have the right to be well 
born, Hogs fed on clean food should gain 
at least one pound for every four and a half 
pounds of grain used; a man can tell 
whether it is paying to keep them or put 
his labor to other sources of profit. If any 
man feads his hogs too long, it costs more 
than he can make out of them.

Great difficulty exists m coonection with 
the returne of the people by ooeupations. 
Io the first place many persons have more 
than one occupation. Thus fishermen are 
also in many instances farmers as well. If 
they consider farming the more important 
vocation they will so answer the ena- 
merator’s question, * What is your o2- 
cupation t” ; 

* the second place, many women and 
children are employed for part ot a day in 
industrial establixsnments, and are,. there 
fore, returved in connection with thet 
establishments. When the enumerators 
make the enquiry at the home of the people 
they are told that the wife or daughter 
attends to home duties, and that the chil 
dren go to school, such being the fact. 

From these causes: there can be no precise 
agreement between the statement of oceupa- 
tions wonder the various heads into which 
they are sub-divided and other statements, 
as, for instance, between fisherman as given 
in the returns of the Department of Fish- 
eries and as given in the censaa returns, or 
between the census returns of employes in 
industrial establishments and persons em- 

and mechanical 
porsuits in the table giving occupations. 

The English rale has been followed in 
compiling ocoupations. It is as, follows : 
** Persona returmed as engaged in more than 
one occupation are to be reterred to the one 
that appears to be of moat importance, or, 

| if there is no apparent difference in this re- 
speet, to.the one first given by the person 
in Wis or her return.” In some cases special 
rules have been followed. The endeavor 
has been to follow the plan of 1881 as tully 
as possible, so as to serve in best way all 
purposes of comparison. 

: THE INCREASE OVER 188}. 

The persons who gave their occupations 
to the enumerators in [891 number 1,659, - 
255, against 1,399,604 in 1881, an increase of 
19.3 per cent. ; as population increased 12 
per cent., there hag been a greater propor- 
tionate increase in persons occupied than in 
the population. 

In annalyzing the occupation, the statia- 
tician divides them into six classes: Class 
1, those engaged in agricultural, mining and 
fishing indastries. This class includes the 
primary producers. Class 2 includes the 
distributors, viz.: Those engaged in trade 
and transportation. Class 3 includes the 
modifiers, or those engaged in manufactur- 
ing and mechanical pursuits, Class 4 in- 
cludes persons engaged in domestic and per- 
sonal service. Class 5 relates to those 
engaged in professional avocations; and 
class 6 inclades all who while not engaged 
in gainful pursuits are engaged in preparing 
to do so, or have retired or from choice 
perform work for sweet charity's sake as 
nuns. 

CLASST¥ICATION, 


Class 1 constitutes 47.6 per cent, of the 
total persons giving their occupations. 

Ulass 2, which includes 11.2 per cent. of 
those giving their occupations, gives an idea 
of the number of those engaged in buying 
and selling goods andin transporting them. 

There are 13,928 sailors, 525 pilots, 1,743 
*longshoremen and stevedcres, and 757 boat- 
men, to manage our vessels, of all sizes and 
descriptions. The management of trans- 
portation requires 23,532 railway employes 
and 2,175 foremen und overseers of trana- 
port, Besides these there are 17,409 ex- 

ressmen, teamsters and draymen, assisted 
a 1,079 porters. Then there are 64,251 
persons, clerks, telegraph and telephone 
operators, accountants and bookkeepers, 
salesmen and women, auctioneers, type- 
writers, etc. 

Fitteen bundred and eight wholesale mer- 
chante and importers and shippers take 
charge of the large operations of trade, and, 
in addition, the @pecial transter of wines 
and liqaors by wholesale isdone by 204 
wholesale liquor dealers. 

The transfer of real estate is attended to 
by 924 agents. Commission agents number 
2.543. There are 6,571 persons whose busi- 
ness is not further specified than by the 
general term agents. Money brokers, bank- 
era and bank officials number 2,174. - 

The retail business was in the hands of 
40,714 persons. 

Dividing the occupations by provinces, 
and making comparisons with I88I the 
figures show the following results for 1891 : 
British Columbia a gain of 132 — with 
occupations in every 1,000 of the popu- 
lation; Manitoba, a gain of 14 persons in 
each 1,000; New Branswick, a gain of lu 
persons in each 1,000 ; Nova Scotia, a gain 
of 34 persons in each 1,000; Ontario, a 
gain of 33 persons in each 1,000; Prince 
Edward Island, a gain of 21 persons in each 
1,000 ; Quebes, a ae of 10 persons in each 
1,000, And forall Canada a gain of 24 
persons in each 1,000 


THE FARMERS. 


In discussing the farming class Mr. John- 
son shows that the number of farmers and 
farmers’ sons engaged in agers was 656,- 
712 by the census of 1881, and 649,506 by 
the census of 1891, a decrease of 7,206. The 
increases, which amount to 28,836, are in 
British Colambia, Manitoba and the North- 
west. The other provinces show a decrease 
ef 36,042. 

Contemporaneously with this decrease 
there has been an increase in the amount 
of land improved by over 6,500,000 acres, 

The siatisticiaa remarks as follows: The 

ral principle to be deduced from the 
ecrease in the number of farmera in the 
older provinces— accompanied as it is with 
the increase in the population of the cities 
and increase in the number of farmers in 
the newer provinces—is that increased 
means of communication of all kinds have 
enabled people readily to go to the more 
remote parts of the Dominion, and by prac- 
tically increasing the area of food wapply 
have made possible an agglomeration of the 
people in cities and towns, and have also 
enabled thousands to provide themselves 
with small holdings om the outskirts of 

citiea and towns.

The returns of 1891 show that, divided 
according to sexes, there were 1,444,407 
males and 214,048 females comprised in the 
1,659,335 persons whose sexes were given. 
No attempt was made in the census of 1881 
to obtain a general classification of the oe- 
cupations of women. Comparisons are 
therefore impossible. In 188] the returns 
show that about 13 per cent of the total 
number of persons whose oconpations were 
The proportions, of 


class 1 Women are 1.6 per cent. of the total 
in the class, In class 2 they are 6 per cent.; 
in clasa 3 they..are 20 per cent.; in class 4 
they are 37 pex cent.; in clasa 5, 29 per 
cent.; and in clasa 6, 36 per cent. 

In clase I there were 11,590 women carry- 
ingon the business of farming ; 195 were 
fishermen; 48 were spiariste; 76 were 
florists and gardenera; and 23 were stock 
raisers, 

In connection with trade and transporta- 
tion there were 11,193 women, more than 
one-half of whom are in Ontario. In all 
Canada there are 1,313 women engaged as 
hbookkeepers, 4,409 as saleswomen, 850 as 
typewriters, 817 as telegraph and telephone 
operators, 755 as grocers, 022 a3 clerks and 
copy lata, 

n class 3, mechanical and manufac- 
turing pursuits, 62,464 women and girls 
were returned from the homes of Canada as 
engaged in these pursuits. This is nearly 
15,000 fewer than were returned in the re- 
turns from the industrial establishments 
themselves. The difference probably rep- 
resents the namber of women and gir 
who only work occasionally in the indus- 
trial establishments of the land, and who 
would thus be considered from the point of 
view of the industries as part of the indus- 
trial force of the country, while frem their 
own point of view they would consider their 
home work as the more important, and re- 
turn themselves to the enumeratora in ac- 
cordance therewith. Tke actual force of 
females engaged in this class would be 77,- 
300, of which 62,464 are the actual every 
day working contingent, the juveniles of 
which go to school part of the day or year 
and go to the industrial establishment the 
remainder of the tame, while the adult por- 
tion attend partly to home end family 
duties and partly to the direct work of 
bread- winning. 

In class 4, » and personal service, 
as naturally would be anticipated, the 
proportion of females is the greatest of any, 
namely, 37 per cent.; of the 91,419 females 
connected with this class of occupations, 
77,044 are servants. 

In class Sthore are 18,316 females,of whom 
14,803 are teachers ; nearly 68 in every 100 
teachers are females. In addition there are 
2.326 female teachers of muszic and 341 
female artists and teachers of art, and 68 
authors, lecturera and literary persona of 
the gentler sex. Seven hundred and sixty- 
five women returned themselves as Govern- 
mont officials and 35 as journalists. 


THE BRECOKD BY PROVINCES, 


Taking the record by provinces, it is 
found that in British Oolumbia out of ever 
1,000 females over 10 years old, 122 hat 
definite occupations assigned them; in 
Manitoba there were 96 in every 1,000 ; in 
New Brunswick, 118; in Nova Scotia, 137; 
in Ontario, 124; in Prinve Edward Island, 
100 ; in Quebec, 120, and in the North- 
west territories, 48.

females under 15 years, the returns show 
that in British Columbia in every 10,000
